CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION  OF  NORTH-CAROLINA. 


Article  1.  This  Institution  shall  be  called  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion of  North  Carolina. 

Art.  2.  The  primary  objects  of  this  Convention  shall  be  the  educa- 
tion of  young  men  called  of  God  to  the  Gospel  ministry,  and  approved 
by  the  churches  to  which  they  respectively  belong  ;  the  employment  of 
missionaries  within  the  limits  of  the  State,  and  a  co-operation  with  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  the  promotion  of  missions  in  general. 

Art.  3.  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  shall  be  kept  distinct  from 
each  other,  and  punctually  appropriated,  agreeably  to  the  specific  inten- 
tion of  contributors. 

Art.  4.  This  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  such  individuals  and 
delegates  from  such  institutions  as  shall  make  adequate  contributions  to 
its  funds. 

Art.  5.  Every  Association  or  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to 
the  Convention  one  delegate,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Baptist 
Church,  for  every  ten  doliars  paid  into  the  treasury. 

Art.  6.  Any  regular  member  of  the  Baptist  Church,  by  contributing 
at  one  time,  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the  Convention, 
may  become  a  life  member,  provided  he  or  she  continues  a  member  in 
good  standing  in  the  Baptist  Church  to  which  he  or  she  belongs.  Also, 
by  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  at  one  time  may  become  a  life 
member  oi  the  Board  of  Managers  upon  the  same  conditions. 

Art.  7.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  to  be  elected  annually,  shall 
he  a  President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  Recording 
Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  an  Auditor,  who  with  twenty  others,  shall 
constitute  a  Board  of  Managers,  five  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Convention  and  Board,  that  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  to  preside  in 
case  of  his  absence,  according  to  seniority.  The  Secretaries  shall  be 
required  to  discharge  the  duties  appropriate  to  their  respective  offices. 
The  Treasurer  shall  hold  the  funds  of  the  Convention,  to  be  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  Board  ;  shall  give  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duty,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures, which  shall  be  audited  and  published  with  the  minutes.  The  duty 
of  the  Auditor  will  be  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  9.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  quarterly  or  oftener,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  designate  ;  when 
they  shall  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  best  tend  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  10.  There  shall  be  an  adequate  number  of  Agents,  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  Convention  or  its  Board,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
visit  Associations,  churches,  &c,  and  endeavor  to  secure  their  co-opera- 
tion with  this  Institution,  conformably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Consti- 
tution. 

Art.  11.  The  Convention  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  it  shall  direct. 

Art.  12.  The  Convention  shall  require  of  its  Board  a  full  report  of 
all  their  proceedings  at  each  annual  meeting. 


Art.  13.  Auy  alteration  may  be  made  in  ibis  Constitution  at  any 
annual  meeting,  with  the  concurrence  of  two- thirds  of  the  membeis  pre-, 
sunt. 

Explanatory  resolution  passed  by  the  Convention  in  Fayette  ville, 
October  16th,  1S54: 

Resolved,  That  the  4th  and  5th  articles  of  the  Constitution  be  so  con- 
sumed as  to  allow  the  different  Associations  to  represent  in  this  body 
upon  funds  expended  within  their  own  bounds,  for  the  objects  of  the 
Convention,  on  condition  that  the  Board  of  the  Convention  be  allowed 
to  confirm  the  appointment  of  their  missionaries,  and  a  regular  corres- 
pondence be  kept  up  between  the  Boards  of  the  Associations  and  the 
Board  of  the  Convention  ;  and  that  they  report  their  funds  to  the*Treas- 
urer  of  the  Convention  at  each  annual  session. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 

1.  Every  meeting  for  business  shall  be  opened  and  closed  by  prayer, 
either  by  the  presiding  officer,  or  .some  oue  whom  he  shall  appoint. 

2.  Every  speake.i  shall  rise  and  address  the  President  on  any  subject 
to  be  discussed. 

3.  No  mot.on  shall  be  debated  unless  seconded  ;  and  no  member  shall 
speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  motion,  without  special  leave  of  the 
Convention. 

4.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot.  The  other  officers  in  any 
way  the  Convention  may  direct,  but  not  necessarily  from  among  the 
members. 

5.  Every  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  living  voice,  unless  other- 
wise directed. 

6.  During  the  hours  of  business,  all  private  conversation,  walking 
across,  or  out  of  the  house,  without  permission  of  the  President  first 
obtained,  shall  be  deemed  a  breach  of  order. 

7.  The  names  of  members  shall  be  called  each  day  previous  to  pro- 
ceeding to  business. 

8.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  signed  by  the  mover, 
and  handed  to  the  Chair  or  .Secretary,  before  debated. 

y.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but 
to  adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  the  table,  or  to 
amend :  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  arranged.  But  no  motion  or  proposi {ion  on  a  subject 
different  from  that  under  consideration,  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of 
amendment. 

10.  When  a  motion  ha3  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirma- 
tive or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  with  the 
majority  to  move  for  re-consideration  thereof  on  the  same  day. 

11.  When  the  reading  of  any  papei  is  called  for,  and  is  objected  to 
by  a  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  vote  of  the  Convention 

12.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  o  the  Conven- 
tion, unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

13.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constitution,  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

14.  Should  the  presiding  officer  fail  to  enforce  the  foregoing  regula 
tions,  he  shall  be  regarded  as  untrue  to  his  trust,  and  shall  be  liable  to 
be  reminded  of  his  duty  by  any  member  present.

PROCEEDINGS. 


Raleigh,  Nov.  5th,  1856. 

According  to  adjournment  from  Warrenton,  Nov.  12th» 
1855,  the  delegates  composing  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion in  North  Carolina,  met  in  the  Baptist  Church  in  Ra- 
leigh, at  3  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Eld.  James  McDaniel,  President  of  the  Convention, 
took  the  Chair,  and  called  the  Convention  to  order.  After 
reading  a  portion  of  the  Scriptures,  the  Presidentaddressed 
the  delegates  present  in  a  very  pertinent  manner,  by  giv- 
ing a  syllabus  of  the  history  of  the  Convention,  from  its 
formation  to  the  present  time.  He  adverted  with  much 
feeling  to  the  fact  that  he  was  the  only  member  present  of 
those  who  were  at  the  formation  of  the  body.  His  co-la- 
borers in  that  work,  which  he  regarded  as  one  of  the  hap- 
piest incidents  of  his  life,  had  gone  to  their  rest  above." 
It  might  be  that  the  spirits  of  the  heavenly  world  were 
permitted,  like  Moses  and  Elias  upon  the  Mount  of  Trans- 
figuration, to  revisit  the  scenes  of  their  former  toil  ;  not 
to  partake  of  their  sorrow,  but  to  rejoice  in  their  success  ; 
and  if  so,  the  names  of  a  Meredith,  a  Finch,  and  others 
might  not  be  so  far  from  the  places  they  visibly  filled  in 
that  very  church  ten  years  ago  :  and  if  so,  and  their  voice 
could  be  heard,  they  would  say,  "  Toil  on  brethren  in  your 
Master's  cause."  He  exhorted  the  Convention  to  fidelity, 
in  view  of  the  shortness  and  brevity  of  our  lives. 

After  singing  a  hymn,  the  Convention  was  led  in  prayer 
by  the  Pastor  of  the  Raleigh  Church,  Eld.  T.  E.  Skinner. 

J.  B.  Solomon  was  requested  to  act  as  Recording  Sec- 
retary during  the  organization,  the  former  Secretary  not 
being  present.

The  Pastor  of  the  Raleigh  Baptist  church,  stated  to  the 
Convention,  that  the  use  of  the  Common's  Hall  of  the 
State  capitol  had  been  tendered  to  the  Convention,  for  the 
transaction  of  its  business  during  the  present  session  of  the 
Convention,  which,  on  motion,  was  thankfully  received. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  in  Com- 
mon's Hall  of  the  State  capitol,  to-morrow  morning  at 
half  past  9  o'clock.

On  Sabbath,  divine  services  were  held  in  the  Baptist 
Church  by  Dr.  Kingsford,  in  the  morning  :  Text,  Acts,  viii. 
29.  ''And  he  went  on  his  way  rejoicing.''  In  the  after- 
noon, Eld.  Tobey  preached  to  the  colored  people. 

Eld.  A.  M.  Poindexter  preached  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  morning,  and  Eld.  J.  L.  Pritchard  in  the 
afternoon.  The  discourses  were  listened  to  with  profound 
attention  by  the  large  audiences  in  attendance,  and  we 
trust  that  God  may  bless  them  to  the  everlasting  good  of 
those  who  heard  them.  At  night  a  mass  meeting  was  held 
in  the  Baptist  Church,  to  raise  funds  for  erecting  a  new 
Baptist  house  of  worship  in  Raleigh.  The  meeting  was 
addressed  by  several  brethren,  and  pledges  taken  to  the 
amount  of  $13,650  00,  which  the  brethren  of  the  Raleigh 
church  propose  to  increase  to  20  or  $25,000.

approved  by  them,  published  and  distributed  at  the  expense  oi  the  Con- 
vention. 

Resolved,  That  Eld.  James  McDaniel  be  also  requesced  to  prepare  an 
abstract  of  such  statement  for  publication  in  the  Recorder.

Bragg,  and  bis  associates,  .'or  their  kindness 
in  granting  us  the  use  of  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Commons  lor  the 
transaction  of  our  business;  and  that  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  com- 
municate the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  thank3  of  this  Convention  be  tendered  to  the  Su- 
perintendent and  authorities  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  lor  the  kind  invi- 
tation to  visit  said  Asylum;  and  that  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  com- 
municate the  same  to  them. 

Resolved  also,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  are*dae,  and  hereby 
tendered  to  the  Presidents  and  Directors  of  the  several  Railroad  routei 
for  their  kindness  in  giving  return  tickets  to  the  members  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

«  Resolved  further.  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  be  tendered  to 
,the  Pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  church  in  this  place,  lor  the  courtesy  ex- 
tended in  offering  his  pulpit  to  the  Convention  on  Sabbath  last. 

Resolved  further,  That  the  thanks  of  the  body  are  due,  and  hereby 
tendered  to  the  brethren  arid  friends  of  the  Convention,  for  the  very 
generous,  hospitable,  and  fraternal  entertainment  of  the  delegates  of  this 
body  during  the  present  session. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  now  adjourn,  to  meet  with  the  church 
in  Hertford,  on  Wednesday  before  the  2nd  Sabbath  in  November,  1857. 

Pending  the  passage  of  the  above  resolution,  the  Pres- 
ident delivered  a  very  appropriate  and  feeling  address  to 
the  delegates  present,  after  which  the  Convention  adjourn- 
ed.    Prayer  by  Eld.  J.  L.  Pritchard. 

On  Monday  night  the  Convention  met  in  the  Baptist 
church,  to  listen  to  the  valedictory  sermon,  which,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  indisposition  of  Prof.  Wingate,  who  had 
been  appointed  to  this  office,  was  preached  by  Dr.  Kings- 
ford.  After  the  sermon,  the  Convention  united  in  singing 
a  parting  hymn,  and  with  many  tears  and  prayers  for  each 
others  prosperity  and  happiness,  gave  each  other  the  part- 
ing hand. 

Thus  closed  the  twenty -seventh  session  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  of  N.  C,  a  session  remarkable  for  its 
harmony  and  energy.  During  the  entire  session  not  a  sin- 
gle discordant  note  was  heard.  There  was  not  a  negative 
vote  on  any  question  passed  by  the  body  save  one — that 
one  a  matter  of  but  small  importance,  and  only  two  voting 
negatively.  The  brethren  seemed  of  one  heart  and  one 
mind.  We  could  but  feel  the  force  of  the  sentiment  ex- 
pressed by  the  Psalmist:  "How  good  and  how  pleasant  it 
is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity." 
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The  effectiveness  of  this  session  can  be  seen  by  the  meas- 
ures adopted  and  the  work  done.  We  suppose  that  the 
amount  of  funds  raised  during  the  session,  for  the  various 
objects  of  its  benevolence,  is  almost  without  a  parallel,  con- 
sidering the  number  present.  In  closing  a  record  of  its 
proceedings,  we  are  constrained  to  say,  that  we  cannot  but 
feel,  as  well  as  hope,  that  great  good  will  result  from  the 
session.  Nay,  we  believe  that  our  posterity,  and  humanity 
at  large,  will  feel  the  influence  of  the  meeting  to  the  re- 
motest generations.  The  new  impulse  given  to  our  Col- 
lege, had  nothing  more  been  clone,  would  amply  justify  us 
in  feeling  that  our  labor  had  not  been  in  vain.  But  when 
we  consider  all  that  was  done,  we  are  constrained  to  thank 
God  and  take  courage.

A.  Weaver  was  appointed  to  preach  in 
the  town  of  Greensborough,  two  Sabbaths  in  each  month, 
and  in  Salisbury  one  Sabbath  in  each  month,  the  Board 
becoming  responsible  to  Bro.  Weaver  for  $300  00,  he 
raising  all  he  can  in  his  field  of  labor,  and  giving  the  Board 
credit  for  the  amount  thus  raised. 

On  motion,  Eld.  D.  Coulling  was  appointed  to  preach 
in  the  town  of  Goldsborough  the  remainder  of  the  year, 
and  the  Board  pledge  $200  00  for  his  support. 

On  motion,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  was  directed 
to  open  a  correspondence  with  Eld.  Coulling,  in  regard 
to  giving  a  portion  of  his  time  to  Wilson. 

On  motion,  Eld.  William  Turner  wasappointed  to  preach 
in  the  town  of  Winston,  Forsythe  Co.,  two  Sabbaths  in 
each  month,  at  a  salary  af  $100  00  per  year,  he  to  collect 
what  he  can  in  his  field,  and  credit  the  Board  with  tho 
amount. 

On  motion,  the  Corresponding  Secretary  was  directed 
to  correspond  with  the  executive  committee  of  the  Union 
Association  in  regard  to  Beaufort,  N.  C. 

There  being  no  other  business,  on  motion,  the  Board 
adjourned  to  meet  at  Wake  Forest  College,  Wednesday 
before  the  2nd  Sabbath  in  December  proximo.

CONSTITUTION 

OF    THE 

S.  C.  BIBLE  AND  BAPTIST  PUB.  SOCIETY. 


Art.  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina 
Bible  and  Baptist  Publication  Society,  and  shall  be  aux- 
iliary to  the  .Southern  Baptist  Publication  Society. 

Art.  2.  The  objects  of  the  Society  shall  be  to  extend 
the  circulation  of  the  Word  of  God,  and  of  religious 
books  and  publications,  published  under  the  patronage  of 
our  denomination.  Also,  to  encourage  the  establishment 
of  Sabbath  Schools,  and  Sabbath  School  Libraries. 

Art.  3.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President, 
three  Vice-Presidents,  Corresponding  and  Recording 
Secretaries,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  and  Depository  Agent, 
who  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  annually. 

Art.  4.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Society,  shall  be 
held  with  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  Intermediate 
meetings  of  the  Society  may  be  called  by  the  President  or 
two  of  the  Vice-Presidents. 

Art.  5.  Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  the  Soci- 
ety, by  the  payment  of  one  dollar  annually — by  the  pay- 
ment of  ten  dollars  at  one  time,  a  life  member — and  by 
the  payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  by  a  member  of  the 
Baptist  church  a  Life  Director,  and  each  Baptist  church, 
or  auxiliary  Society,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  delegation  in 
the  annual  meetings  of  the  Society,  for  every  three  dollars 
sent  up. 

Art.  0.  Auxiliary  Societies,  or  churches  contributing 
to  the  funds  of  the  Society,  shall  receive  one-half  the 
amount  back  in  books. 

Art.  7.  The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted 
by  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  twenty  members, 
with  the  officers  of  the  Society  to  be  appointed  annually. 

Art.  8.  Any  auxiliary  Society  will  be  recognized  as 
such,  upon  sending  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary  a  copy 
of  their  Constitution  and  list  of  officers. 

Art.  0.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  the  funds  of  the  So- 
ciety, and  disburse  them  as  the  Society  or  Board  of  Man- 
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agers  may  direct,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Society  of  the  state  of  its  funds,  and  the  Depository  Agent 
shall  keep  the  books  and  publications  of  the  Society,  and 
dispose  of  them  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  direct. 

Art.  10.  The  Society  shall  at  each  annual  meeting 
appoint  one  or  more  persons  to  deliver  an  annual  address 
or  sermon,  at  the  next  anniversary. 

Art.  11.  The  Society  or  Board  of  Managers,  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents,  and  fix  their  com- 
pensation. 

Art.  12.  The  proceedings  of  the  Society  shall  be  annu- 
ally published  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  at 
the  expense  of  the  Society.

REPORT  OP  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion of  North  Carolina,  in  presenting  this,  their  twenty- 
seventh  annual  report,  desire  humbly  to  acknowledge  the 
blessings  and  favors  of  a  kind  Providence,  so  bountifully 
bestowed  in  the  preservation  of  the  lives  and  health  of 
those  connected  with  the  Board. 

HOME   MISSIONS. 

At  the  first  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  at 
Wake  Forest  College,  Dec.  18,  1855,  the  third  quarterly 
report  of  Eld.  R.  B.  Jones  was  received  and  approved  ; 
and  he  was  unanimously  re-appointod  to  Charlotte,  at  the 
usual  salary. 

The  sum  of  $25  was  also  appropriated  to  the  church 
at  Monroe,  Union  county,  to  aid  in  paying  the  salary  of 
Bro.  Jones,  their  Pastor. 

On  motion,  $25  was  also  appropriated  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  Eld.  J.  C.  Averitt  to  visit  Salisbury,  and  report 
upon  the  propriety  of  sustaining  a  missionary  at  that 
place. 

On  motion,  Eld.  W.  T.  Brooks  was  appointed  missionary 
to  Henderson,  and  $25  was  appropriated  to  defray  his 
expenses. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  March  29, 1S5G,  there 
being  no  meeting  in  January  in  consequence  of  the  weath- 
er, Bro.  Averitt  appointed  to  visit  Salisbury,  reported 
that  the  field  would  not  sustain  a  missionary. 

On  motion,  Eld.  A.  D.  Blackwood  wTas  appointed  mis- 
sionary to  Wadesborough,  with  the  same  salary  as  received 
last  year.  Eld.  P.  C.  Connelly  was  appointed  missionary 
to  Lumberton,  with  a  salary  of  $175  per  annum. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  June  28,  1856,  Eld. 
Moses  Baldwin  was  appointed  special  agent  of  the  Board 
until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  with  a 
salary  at  the  rates  of  $500  per  annum.  A  satisfactory 
report  was  received  from  Bro.  Connelly,  missionary  to 
Lumberton.     The  Board  directed  a  correspondence  with 
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Eld.  Carter  of  Portsmouth,  with  reference  to  his  appoint- 
ment to  Greensboro';  and  also  a  correspondence  with  the 
Beulah  Association,  with  reference  to  aid  in  said  appoint- 
ment. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  Sept.  10,  1856,  Eld. 
A.  Weaver  was  appointed  missionary  to  labor  in  the 
bounds  of  Liberty  Association,  the  Association  becoming 
responsible  for  his  salary.  A  committee  was  apointcd  to 
correspond  with  the  Union  Association,  with  reference  to 
the  appointment  of  Eld.  B.  F.  Marable  as  missionary  to 
Beaufort,  and  said  committee  authorised  to  propose  $700 
as  his  salary,  the  Board  becoming  responsible  for  one-half 
of  said  amount. 

The  Board  deeply  regret  that  the  want  of  both  men  and 
means  has  prevented  them  from  prosecuting  with  the 
euergy  and  vigor  they  desired,  the  labors  of  the  Home 
Mission  department.  They  are,  however,  gratified  to  know 
that  several  Associations  have  been  actively  prosecuting 
the  work  of  Home  Missions  in  their  respective  bounds, 
and  we  cheerfully  embody  the  following  reports  received 
from  the  Beulah  and  Union  Associations. 

The  Beulah  Association  reports  that  a  missionary  has 
been  employed  during  the  year  at  a  salary  of  $300.  He 
has  travelled  2984  miles,  preached  87  sermons,  and  sold 
books  to  the  amount  of  $29. 

The  Union  Association  reports  that  an  average  of  four 
missionaries  have  been  in  the  field  during  the  present 
year,  and  that  the  amount  expended  in  missionary  labor, 
is  $818  45,  and  that  160  persons  have  been  added  to  the 
churches  as  the  results  of  their  labor. 

Other  Associations  have  had  missionaries  from  whom  we 
have  received  no  reports. 

EDUCATION. 

During  theyear  the  Board  have  examined  and  received  as 
beneficiaries  at  Wake  Forest  College  three  young  breth- 
ren, who,  added  to  the  four  previously  in  attendance,  make 
the  whole  number  seven.  Three  of  the  number  reported 
last  year  have  graduated,  and  are  now  laboring  at  differ- 
ent points  in  the  State. 

Tw%  embraced  in  our  last  annual  report  are  not  con- 
tained in  this.  One  dissolved  his  connexion  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Board.  The  other  of  his  own  accord.  The 
report  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  shows  a  commendable 
scholarship  on  the  part  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Conven- 
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Won.  In  view  of  the  great  want  of  ministers  in  our  Stats 
and  the  comparative  success  of  this  department,  we  would 
earnestly  call  upon  our  brethren  for  more  liberal  contri- 
butions'in  behalf  of  the  education  of  young  men  for  the 
ministry. 

FOREIGN   MISSIONS. 

Eld's  E.  Dodson  and  Geo.  Bradford  have  been  laboring 
within  the  bounds  of  this  State,  under  the  appointment  of 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  with  success,  as  will 
appear  from  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conven- 
tion. The  latter  reports  $657  ;  the  former  not  being  in 
hand,  we  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the 
amount  of  collections. 

Eld.  Moses  Baldwiu,  who  was  appointed  special  agent 
of  the  Board,  and  who  labored  only  for  a  few  months 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  reports-  $155  col- 
lected for  the  three  objects  of  the  Convention. 

The  amounts  collected  and  disbursed  for  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions,  and  also  for  Education,  will  be  presented 
in  the  Treasurer's  report. 

We  only  add  in  conclusion,  that  a  liberal  spirit  on  the 
part  of  the  churches,  in  favor  of  the  three  objects  of  the 
Board  will  enable  us  to  prosecute  our  labors  with  more 
efficiency.  And  we  humbly  trust  that  an  over-ruling 
Providence  will  prepare  the  hearts  of  his  people  to  do 
their  duty  as  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord.

Report  on  Home  Missions. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of 
Home  Missions,  beg  leave  to  report. 

Your  committee  feel  that  this  department  of  the  Con- 
vention increases  in  interest  with  each  advancing  year. 
The  destitution  in  our  State  indeed  has  been  great  from 
the  first  organization  of  the  Convention  ;  but  from  various 
causes  has  not  been,  until  recently,  felt  so  much.  Our 
system  of  internal  improvements  has  opened  to  us  a  field 
of  surprising  interest.  And  it  is  to  this  view  of  the  sub- 
ject wo  would  especially  call  the  attention  of  the  Conven- 
tion-    On  our  Railroads,  and  upon  our  seaboard,  villages 
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aud  towns  have  arisen,  which  are  rapidly  growing  in  im- 
portance, and  bid  fair  to  be  the  great  centers  of  influence 
as  well  as  of  trade.  These  are  already  teeming  with  a 
population,  at  once  accessible  to  our  denomination  should 
we  improve  the  occasion,  but  from  their  nature  equally  as 
accessible  to  others.  These  towns  are  now  in  their  forma- 
tion state.  Some  are  assuming  their  religious  direction. 
Others  are  awaiting  the  sickle  of  the  first  reaper. 

We  refer  you  to  what  has  been  done  and  is  now  doing, 
to  the  report  of  the  Board,  as  the  details  of  the  field  as 
occupied  by  us  will  be  found  there.  But  your  committee 
would  earnestly  urge  upon  this  Convention  the  importance 
of  improving  the  time  and  the  occasion.  Others  ought 
and  others  will.  We,  with  our  views,  should  be  the  last 
to  fail.

Report  on  Foreign  Missions, 

The  committee  on  Foreign  Missions  respectfully  report: 

The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  have  their  missionaries  at  Canton,  China, 
Bro.  Gailard  and  wife,  and  Bro.  Graves.  They  are  aided 
in  their  labors  by  a  native  assistant,  Yong  Seen  Sang,  the 
Chinaman  who  accompanied  brother  Shuck  upon  his  first 
return  to  this  country.  The  Canton  mission  has  sustained 
many  reverses,  owing  to  the  changes  which  have  taken 
place  by  the  return  of  missionaries  and  other  causes.  But 
at  present  the  prospects  of  success  are  encouraging.  Bro. 
Gailard  is  a  laborious  and  indefatigable  man,  who  seems, 
in  no  ordinary  degree,  actuated  by  the  spirit  of  Christ. 

Recently  he,  in  company  with  Rev.  Mr.  Vrooman  of 
the  Congregational  Mission,  has  penetrated  into  the  inte- 
rior for  about  180  to  200  miles  from  Canton,  and  distrib- 
uted books,  and  talked  to  the  people  without  serious  mo- 
lestation, thus  demonstrating  that  efforts  to  spread  the 
Gospel  need  not  be  confined  to  the  towns  opened  to  for- 
eign commerce. 

At  Shanghai  the  Board  are  sustaining  Rev.  Messrs. 
Yates,  Cabiniss,  Crawford,  and  Dr.  Burton,  with  their 
wives.     Rev.  Mr.    Pearcy  and  wife,  now  in  this  country 
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for  the  restoration  of  their  health,  belong  to  this  mission. 
At  Shanghai  the  efforts  of  our  brethren  have  been  blessed 
to  the  conversion  of  several  of  the  natives  within  the  last 
year,  and  there  are  still  indications  of  the  divine  favor  in 
this  regard.  But  the  work  done  has  been,  and  probably  for 
sometime  to  come,  must  be  chiefly  preparatory.  The 
word  of  God  has  been  extensively  circulated — religious 
books  by  teas  of  thousands,  have  been  placed  in  the  hands 
of  the.  people,  and  the  Gospel  has  been  preached  to  thous- 
ands of  the  inhabitants  of  Shanghai,  and  strangers  from 
the  interior  who  have  visited  Shanghai.  The  leaven  is  in 
the  meal,  and  its  influence  is  being  manifested.  Our  mis- 
aries  feel  increasingly  encouraged  in  their  work. 

The  mission  in  Liberia,  Western  Africa,  conducted 
ther  by  colored  missionaries,  is  one  of  the  most 
i  uccessful  of  modern  missionary  enterprises.  This  mission 
has  shared  largely  in  the  divine  favor  during  the  past 
year.  Many  of  the  churches  have  enjoyed  revivals.  We 
cannot  state  the  number  of  baptisms — they  have  been 
probably  over  100.  Of  these,  some  were  natives.  More 
than  125  natives  have  been  baptized  in  connection  with 
the  mission  since  its  origin.  In  Liberia  there  are  a  num- 
ber of  missionaries  and  teachers  engaged  in  the  service  of 
the  Board — probably  thirty.  The  field  invites  still  more 
extensive  and  vigorous  culture. 

The  Board  have  recently  commenced  a  station  in  the 
English  colony  of  Sierra  Leon,  which  is  one  of  rich 
promise,  not  only  as  regards  the  inhabitants  of  the  colony, 
but  also  for  the  benefit  it  is  likely  to  confer  upon  the  Yoru- 
ba  Mission.  Many  of  the  inhabitants  of  Sierra  Leon  pass 
for  trade  and  other  purposes,  into  Yoruba,  and  labor 
bestowed  there  will  make  itself  felt  in  the  interior.  The 
Yoruban  Mission  (including  a  station  at  Lagos  on  the 
coast )  is  located  some  150  to  200  miles  in  the  interior. 
The  country  is  healthful  and  productive.  There  is  an  im- 
mense population,  gathered  for  the  most  part  into  cities, 
far  in  advance  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  coast  in  intelli- 
gence and  civilization,  and  not  only  willing,  but  anxious 
to  hear  the  gospel.  The  history  of  this  mission  is  one  of 
thrilling  interest,  but  your  committee  dare  not  enter  upon 
its  recital,  as  it  would  swell  this  report  to  an  improper 
size. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Harden,  (a  colored  man,)  stationed  at  Lagos, 
brother  Boweu  and  ladv,  now  in  this  countrv  for  the  res- 
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toration  of  their  health,  brethren  Clark  and  Philips  at 
Ijaye,  and  brother  Beaumont  at  Ogbomishaw,  belong  to 
the*  Yoruban  Mission.  The  brethren  Trimble,  Priest  and 
Cason,  with  their  wives,  are  on  their  way  to  this  field,  and 
it  is  stated  that  the  Board  hope  soon  to  send  out  another 
brother  to  join  them.  Already  some  five  or  more  of  the 
Yorubans  have  been  baptized,  and  there  is  an  eagerness 
for  instruction,  and  a  multitude  of  hundreds  of  thousands 
seeking  for  it,  which  the  missionaries  are  utterly  unable 
to  satisfy. 

Thus  God  has  opened  "  a  wide  door  and  effectual"  before 
the  Baptists  of  the  South.  Shall  it  not  be  entered?  The 
Board  are  constantly  calling  for  more  means  to  sustain 
the  missions,  more  men  to  cultivate  the  fields  and  reap  the 
harvests  inviting  their  labor,  more  prayer  to  bring  down 
more  abundantly  the  blessings  of  God  upon  our  effort3. 
Shall  not  their  calls  be  heeded  ?  0  brethren,  let  us  go  up 
and  possess  the  land  in  the  name  of  our  Redeemer  !  The 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  have  had  two 
agents,  Rev.  G.  Bradford,  and  Rev.  E.  Dodson  laboring 
in  N.  C.  during  the  year.  What  success  has  attended 
their  efforts  to  raise  funds,  we  are  unable  to  state.  Your 
committee  would  commend  them  and  the  cause  they  advo- 
cate to  the  cordial  sympathy  of  all  their  brethren.

Report  of  Eld.  E.  Uoilson. 

Note. — Since  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention  the  following  report 
from  Eld.  Dodson,  agent  for  ihe  Southern  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
has  reached  our  table, and  is  here  inserted,  as  connected  with  the  report 
above.  Eld.  Bradford  reported  through  the  Board  of  Managers,  whose 
report,  see. — Rec.  Sec. 

REPORT. 

Since  last  January,  I  have  collected  in  N.  C.  as  agent 
of  the  Southern  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  $900  in  sub- 
scriptions. Of  this  sum  $500  has  been  received  in  cash, 
the  balance  is  on  the  subscription  list.  My  salary  for  1856 
is  $300  nominally.  After  deducting  $5*0  for  the  deep 
snow  last  winter,  Railroad  and  Plankroad  expenses,  fer- 
riages, tavern  bills,  and  other  time  lost,  my  real  salary 
will  not  be  much  more  than  $200. 
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If  the  Baptists  in  N",  C,  .00,000  in  number,  would  girt 
rs  much  to  the  poor  English  Baptists,  i.  e.  $1  each  for 
Foreign  Missions,  I  would  not  ride  as  agent,  and  all  our 
agents  of  this  society  might  stop. 

The  Raleigh  Association  in  N.  C,  and  the  Goshen 
Association  in  Va.,  each  agreed  to  support  a  Foreign 
Missionary.  Goshen  Association  has  left  her  far  out  of 
sight.  They  ought  to  exchange  minutes,  and  learn  each 
other  how  to  work. 

SYSTEM. 

Some  churches  in  the  South  take  four  collections  yearly, 
for  the  four  different  Boards  of  Home  Mission,  Foreign 
Mission,  Education,  and  Publication. 

On  the  first  Sunday  in  January  a  sermon  is  preached 
for  one  Board,  and  for  three  months  persons  are  appointed 
to  get  subscriptions  from  the  church  and  from  friends 
among  the  world. 

On  the  first  Sunday  in  April  a  sermon  is  preached  for 
another  Board,  and  money  collected  in  the  same  way.  In 
this  manner  it  is  continued  till  the  end  of  the  year.  Those 
who  have  a  system,  and  work  by  it  according  to  their  abil- 
ity, will  do  ten  times  more  than  they  will  do  without  a 
system.  Those  who  have  four  churches  will,  of  course, 
preach  on  those  subjects  the  1st,  2nd,  3rd  and  4th  Sundays 
of  every  month.  E.  DODSON.

Report  on  Education. 

The  only  department  of  education  that  falls  legitimately 
within  the  province  of  this  Convention,  is  ministerial  edu- 
cation. To  say  that  this  is  of  great  importance,  and  should 
claim  the  consideration  and  support  of  this  body,  is  but  to 
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9tate  a  fact  which  has  been  felt  and  acknowledged  by  all 
its  members  ever  since  its  organization.  It  was  this  con- 
viction that  lead  its  founders  to  make  ministerial  educa- 
tion one  of  its  leading  objects,  and  the  lapse  of  twenty 
seven  years  has  proved  that  they  did  not  then  over-esti- 
mate its  importance.  Daring  these  years  many  young 
brethren  have  been  assisted  in  preparing  themselves  for 
the  responsible  work  of  the  Gospel  ministry.  One  of  these 
has  been  laboring  successfully  for  near  ten  years  in  China ; 
others  are  occupying  important  positions  in  our  own  coun- 
try, and  the  influence  of  many  is  felt  to-day  in  this  Con- 
vention. 

Seven  young  brethren  are  now  sustained  by  the  Conven- 
tion, in  prosecuting  their  studies  at  Wake  Forest  College, 
preparatory  to  entering  the  ministry.  But  in  view  of  the 
destitution  that  exists  in  our  State ;  in  view  of  the  many- 
important  stations  that  are  now  unoccupied  for  want  of 
suitable  men,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  this  num- 
ber ought  to  be  trebled,  or  quadrupled,  and  they, moreover, 
believe  that  it  could  be  done — that  the  men  could  be  found 
if  the  m?ans  were  provided.     Shall  we  not  furnish  them? 

Your  committee  would  not  unduly  magnify  the  import- 
ance of  this  object,  but  when  they  witness  the  interest  that 
is  manifested  throughout  all  ranks  of  society,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  general  education  ;  when  they  see  men  of  the  world 
cheerfully  and  voluntarily  giving  their  thousands  and  tens 
of  thousands  to  educate  the  fanner  and  mechanic  ;  when 
they  see  the  whole  people  demanding  and  providing  schools 
and  colleges,  and  universities,  for  the  education  of  their 
sons  and  their  daughters,  and  all  classes  of  our  citizens 
eagerly  availing  themselves  of  the  advantages  thus  provi- 
ded, they  can  but  feel  that  the  religious  teachers  of  these 
educated  multitudes  ought,  and  indeed  must  be  educated. 
This  department,  in  fact,  lies  at  the  foundation  of  all  your 
benevolent  enterprises.  It  is  from  this  source  mainly  that 
you  are  to  obtain  men  to  occupy  both  the  Home  and  For- 
eign field,  and  without  suitable  men,  the  contributions 
made  to  other  objects,  must  lie  unappropriated  in  your 
Treasury,  or  be  expended  on  comparatively  inefficient  men. 

Your  committee  would,  therefore,  enter  it  as  their  hon- 
est conviction,  that  the  department  of  ministerial  educa- 
tion, deserves  and  should  receive  more  sympathy  and  sup- 
port from  the  churches  generally  than  it  has  yet  done.

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Report  on  Periodicals. 

If  the  report  of  your  committee  was  simply  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Convention,  we  would  deem  it  unnecessary 
to  say  more  than  to  recommend  the  organ  of  our  denomi- 
nation in  the  State,  the  Biblical  Recorder,  to  the  increased 
patronage  of  the  Baptists  in  North  Carolina.  But  there 
are  other  minds  and  hearts  to  be  affected  by  our  denomi- 
national literature  }  and  the  talent  which  is  now  employed, 
through  the  press  in  our  own,  and  in  other  States,  is  de- 
signed, and  may  we  not  sayT  is  well  calculated  to  instruct, 
and  convince  the  opponents  of  our  unflinching  adherence 
to  gospel  truth  in  its  primitive  purity  and  teachings  ? 

We  cannot  be  too  much  concerned  upon  the  subject  of  a 
more  extensive  circulation  of  the  Recorder,  and  the  mass  of 
our  denominational  literature,  which,  though  late  in 
making  its  appearance,  yet  is  working  in  the  minds  of  the 
people,  and  the  ministry  of  the  age.  like  the  leaven  which 
the  woman  bid  in  three  measures  of  meal,  until  the  whole 
was  leavened. 

Our  denominational  literature  stands  side  by  side  with 
that  of  the  various  sects  around  us ;  and  as  an  evidence  of 
its  effects  upon  the  spirit  of  the  age  and  the  church,  we 
refer  you  to  the  statistical  returns  which  our  Periodicals 
furnish,  of  additions  from  the  membership  and  ministry  of 
those  who  have  hitherto  aspired  to  soar  above  us.  Is  it  not 
verified  that,  "  magna  est  Veritas,  et  prevalibit?"  In  this 
connexion,  we  would  call  the  attention  of  our  ministry  and 
reading  men  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Review  and  Eclec- 
tic, published  by  Graves  and  Marks,  Nashville,  Tennesse, 
and  the  Commission,  Home  and  Foreign  Journal,  and  Bap- 
tist Memorial,  published  in  Richmond,  Va.

Report  oil  New  Fields  ®1  Lafror. 

In  surveying  the  field  of  our  operations,  it  is  painful 
still  to  behold  such  an  amount  of  destitution  of  the  gospel 
and  ordinances  of  our  holy  religion,  as  received  from  our 
blessed  Savior,  as  everywhere  more  or  less  prevails.  But 
believing  as  we  do,  that  it  is  much  better  to  occupy  such 
point5*  only  as  we  are  prepared  to  cultivate  well,  and  that 
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those  should  be  the  points  most  likely  of  success,  and  most 
available  when  successful ;  we  deem  it  of  much  more  im- 
portance to  have  our  field  already  occupied  well  cultiva- 
ted, than  to  dissipate  our  resources  by  weak  and  fitful 
efforts  at  too  many  points. 

Your  committee  feel,  however,  that  they  cannot  refrain 
from  urging  the  necessity  of  cultivating  the  town  of 
Greensboro'  as  a  point  of  first  importance.  Also,  if  the  men 
and  means  can  be  obtained,  the  town  of  Wilson,  in  the 
county  of  Wilson,  the  town  of  High  Point,  in  the  county 
of  Guilford,  the  town  of  Winston,  in  the  county  of  For- 
sythe,  and  the  town  of  Beaufort,  as  points  justly  inviting 
the  benevolent  sympathies  of  your  body.

Ef  port  of  the  Depository  Agent  or  the  N.  C«  Baptist  Publi- 
cation Society. 

The  book  sales  of  the  Society  since  the  appointment  of 
the  present  Depository  Agent,  which  was  a  little  more 
than  a  year  ago,  have  amounted  to  $1,230.  Of  this  amount 
$744  have  been  collected,  leaving  $486  still  due  the  Soci- 
ety. This  latter  amount  is  very  much  needed  to  pay  for 
books  already  bought,  and  on  hand  in  the  Depository. 
The  amount  of  capital  belonging  to  the  Society,  is  too 
small  to  enable  it  to  carry  on  its  business,  unless  its  sales 
are  altogether  cash,  and  even  in  that  case,  it  is  insufficient 
to  keep  on  hand  such  a  variety  as  is  necessary  to  meet 
the  demand. 

The  present  stock  now  in  the  Depository,  contains  quite 
a  number  of  the  most  valuable  religious  publications,  par- 
ticularly those  of  a  denominational  character.  Still  we 
have  calls  for  books  that  we  have  not,  and  are  without  the 
means  of  getting  them. 

Your  Depository  Agent  has  found  considerable  difficulty 
in  making  engagements  with  brethren  to  act  as  colpor* 
teurs  of  the  Society.  The  amount  of  per  cent,  necessary 
to  secure  their  labors,  is  so  great  that  it  involves  the 
Society  in  debt,  while  the  books  which  cannot  be  sold  by 
such  colporteurs  at  a  profit,  after  being  damaged,  are 
returned  to  the  Society.   Such  was  the  former  plan,  which, 
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however,  during  the  present  year  has  been  changed.  Those 
who  now  sell  the  books  of  the  Society,  take  them  at  their 
own  risk,  in  other  words,  they  buy  the  books  of  the  Soci- 
ety to  sell  again  ;  in  which  case  they  become  personally 
responsible.  This  is  the  only  plan  that  can  be  adopted 
with  safety  to  the  Society.  We  regret  to  state  that  some 
brethren  seem  to  be  indisposed  to  conform  to  this  arrange- 
ment, and  complain  that  they  should  be  allowed  a  com- 
mission at  some  20  or  25  per  cent.,  which  policy  would 
soon  break  down  the  institution. 

The  Society  labors  under  another  great  embarrassment 
in  not  having  a  building  or  suitable  room  in  which  to  keep 
the  depository.  Since  its  removal  to  this  city,  the  books 
have  been  kept  in  one  of  the  mercantile  houses,  as  the  best 
arrangement  that  could  be  made.  If  the  Society  had  a 
house  of  its  own,  the  stock  of  books  might  be  so  increasd 
by  individual  capital,  that  the  sales  would  justify  some 
brother  in  giving  to  it  his  undivided  attention.  At  pres- 
ent it  will  not  pay  a  clerk  to  attend  to  the  sales  unless 
blended  with  other  business. 

Your  Depository  Agent,  in  closing  his  report  would 
express  his  conviction  that  this  agency,  small  as  it  is,  has 
done,  and  is  doing  much  for  the  Baptists  of  North  Caro- 
lina. When  we  consider  the  strenuous  efforts  put  forth 
by  Pedobaptists,  to  propagate  their  unscriptural  tenets, 
and  to  depreciate  those  peculiarities  which  distinguish 
Baptists  from  all  other  sects,  as  emphatically  New  Testa- 
ment christians,  we  see  at  once  the  importance  of  dissemina- 
tingthe  truth,  as  we  have  it  by  the  most  potent  of  all  instru- 
mentalities, the  press.  Books  are  immortal  things.  The 
materials  on  which  thongth  is  printed  may  perish,  but 
the  thought  never.  Baptists  principles  are  progressing  in 
almost  every  part  of  our  country,  with  unprecedented 
velocity,  which,  under  God,  is  owing  chiefly  to  their  books 
and  other  publications.
